Further,  our  correspondent  detects  hopeful 
signs  with  regard  to  the  future.  He  says 
orders  are  being  placet!,  which  indicates  faith 
on  the  part  of  trailers  ;  and  he  regards  it  *93 
very  likely  that  tilfl  commercial  prospect  will 
brighten  when  the  new  year  begins.  Prom 
personal  knowledge  he  describes  the  Rio  shop- 
keepers as  a  prudent  and  prosperous  class, 
and  states  that  production  generally  through- 
out Brazil  is  nourishing,  except  as  regards 
coffee.  Even  so  far  as  the  latter  is  concerned, 
however,  he  is  hopeful.  <•  The  planters  are  ex- 
tremely rich,  and  in  spite  of  all  their  present 
troubles  thev  are  ordering  machinery  and  im- 
plements with  no  lack  of  enterprise.  <•  Wegive 
these  views  for  what  they  are  worth,  and  as 
regards  coffee,  the  most  important  of  Brazil's 
crops,  we  refer  the  reader  to  an  article  on  ano- 
ther page.

In  all 
probability  the  tramway  receipts  were  corres- 
pondingly increased.  We  are  advised  also, 
that  many  passengers  are  buying  2nd-class 
tickets,  instead  of  travelling  ist-clnss  as  before 
It  is  a  good  object  lesson  as  to  the  folly  ot 
increasing  taxes  ill  order  to  augment  the 
revenue. 

In  response  to  many  complaints  the  dir- 
ector of  the  Central  has  resolved  that  111  the 
coupons  of  30  fares,  sold  at  25  per  cent,  abate- 
ment the  numbers  refer  only  to  consecutive 
fares,  and  may  be  used  as  often  each  day  as 
the  bearer  chooses,  a  number  being  .punched. 
each  journey.  The  coupons  can  not  be  used 
for  anybody  but  the  bearer,  'and  are  good  only 
for  the  month  when  issued.  Tins  concession 
does  not  meet  the  injustice  of  repudiating 
tickets  for  which  money  has  been  received. 

—It  is  certainly  time  for  the  Central  railway 
to  be  handed  over  to  practical  men.  No  one 
will  dispute  the  energy  and  capacity  ol  the 
present  director,  but  like  all  other  government 
officials  he  is  inclined  to  employ  arbitrary 
measures,  and  to  consult  official  nccossiucs 
rather  than  popular  needs.  One  of  Ins  latest 
orders  is  to  close  the  period  Tor  receiving  mer- 
chandise at  midday.  No  well  managed  road 
would  treat  its  patrons  in  such  a  manlier,  but 
would  use  every  effort  to  facilitate  their  busi- 
ness. The  receipt  and  delivery  of  merchan- 
dise should  be  effected  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 


—On  the  71I1  the  minister  of  war  issued  an 
order  closing  the  military  club  of  this  city,  as 
a  measure  of  discipline.  This  club  has  been  a 
source  of  much  trouble  and  is  notoriously 
jacobin  in  character.  The  order  for  closing 
it  until  further  orders  is  certainly  not  without 
reason.

OWING  to  the  unexpected  vigor  and  energy 
shown  bv  the  President  of  Brazil  he  seems 
to  have  'very  greatly  strengthened  bis  own 
position,  and  to  have  nipped  in  the  bud  a  very 
formidable  Jacobin  conspiracy.
